The American people have had 
the rare apportunily to witness — 
with aome dismay if nol disgust 
— the sUcmpis of Nixon support- 

ers in the House Judiciary 
Committee lo entangle the ton- 
si d era Li ons of Ihe Committee in o 
maze of legal tricks and Constitu- 
tional mismLerpretaüons. We can 
expéct this effort to be much 
greaLer in the trial that will be 
heid with the Senators sitting as 
jury. 

Now is the time for each of us 
to make our voices heard and our 
sentiment feit by these who daim 
lo represenl us in ihe Senate of 
the United States; not later. Later 
may be too late. Two letters, 
telegrams or telephone calta to 
the two Senators from your state 
is lilde enough effort Lo assure 
that the country be saved from 
Ihe horrors of “any more years ,f 
with Nixon. 

Alfio, as the fuïJ House vole 
draws nearer and the Senate Lria] 
looms on the horizon, the danger 
intreases of the possibilily of 
politica! and/or military moves 
aimed al provöking a false 
naüonal emergency in this coun¬ 
try in order to thwart impeach- 
ment action.

Mr. Nader made his charges 
during a hearing by the Senate 
SubcommiUee on Criminal Laws 
and Procedures on a proposed 
revision of the federal criminal 
code, reported in the Juiy 20, 
1974, New Vork Times. 

"Newspapers and teteyision 
highlight bank robberies as major 
events* yet thti wKit^-totïar 
criminal inside the bank, through 
fraud and ernbezzlement, look sis 
times more money in fiscal year 
1973 than did the holdup men, 
Mr. Nader told the subeonv 
mittee. 

To support his charges, Mr. 
Nader gave the Subcommittee a 
staff report in which are 
described cases involving more 
than 1,000 individu als, 150 Cor¬ 
poration», 168 government erm 
ployees, 160 corporate execu- 
tives, 40 steek brokers and scores 
of politicians and lawyers who 
we re accused of criminal acts 
during 1973 and ihe first half of 
1974. 

Mr. Nader said a conservaiivc 
estimate of the coat of only a 
porlion of those crimes was $4 
bilJjon, ft four times the national 
loss from larceny. burglary and 
the ft, including auto theft, as 
reported by the Federal Bureau of 
lnvcstigation's uniform crime re- 
ports from 1972.^

I make acquaintances very easily 
and 1 stand out, l can't get away 
with anything. Everybody knew 
me in prison from die day l went 
there.

On a date that w f ent unre* 
corded, 355 years ago, a ship 
whose name is not known, 
enfinned by pirates and thieves, 
satled out of a storm and into 
harbor at Jamestown, Virgin ia. 
In exchange for food for himself 
and hiscrew', the ragged captain 
offered 19 Black Africans, the 
myslco f ahip s unwilllng human 
cargo. Thus, on a gray, omnious 
day in early August, 1619* the 
history of Black people in 
America began — one year 
before the celebrated landing of 
the Mavflower.

Before Judge Zirpoli's com- 
ments could be hailed as u viclory 
for the Six however, hé added 
that he still needed more Informa¬ 
tion conceming: the use of tear 
gas; inadequate food; Ihe lack of 
medical attenlion; exposure lo 
beatings; and the psychological 
effecLs of the in determinant sen- 
tence. Zirpoli also said that legal 
guidelines nnd Gonstitutional 
standerds relating to cases of this 
kind are not deur.

- One t'hou- 
sand city sanitatïon workers. 
mostly 1 ï 1 nek, a nd ov e r 2,000 ether 
workers here returned to their 
jobs on July IG after a 15-day 
strike lhat nearly crippted the 
city. 

The snnitation workers had 
been on strike since July 1. They 
ware joirved on July II by Local 
IL95 of the American Fcderation 
of State. County* and Mumripal 
Employees (AFSCME) represen¬ 
ting police below the rank of 
sergeant. Local 44 of AFSCME 
represents the sant Station work¬ 
ers and ether city laborers. 

The strike ended w-tth a wage 
setllement far below the workers 
demands and needs, but they had 
successfully domonstrated both 
their de term inat km to fight for a 
botter life and their power to 
bnng the city's vital functions to n 
sLandslitl. 

The city had been offering a 1 
20-cent an hour wagé increase 
effective immediatély. which the 
workers udamantly refused* The

1975, and 35cents atidittonfilnext 
July - o 70-cent raise altogether. 

Under thé new contract start- 
ing laborers wil! earn $7,800 a 
year as en m pa red to 5G.3Ö0 under 
the old contract. The ogreement 
wdl increftse stsirting police sala- 
ries from $8*700 ta $10,000 
annuelly. Inaddition. the workers 
wiU receivé füily fiaid medicnl 
coverage and guamntees that 
thére will be no reprisals against 
striking workers. 


"SLAVE ACT" 

One key demand of the workers 
was fnr an end to the ‘ k poïiK 
system/ cailed the "slavé act 
by workers. Under ihis system.

ACRES OF CALIFORNIA LAND 


(San FranciscOn CalifJ - The 
PiU River Tribe o! Colifornia is 
claiming ritte to nearly one 
trnüion acres of land now being 
Held by Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co., Souihem Pacific Railroad, 
the Hearai Corporation, the Los 
Angdcs Times and four other 
large corporations, 

The tribe, in a brief filed re- 
cenlly, dedares thal the land was 
taken illegaUy by corporations by 
means of genocide, describing 
what happcned Ui the Indians of 
CaJifornia as ' une of the last 
human hunLs of dvLUzation and 
the uiosL bniuil of them nll." 

The ti.S. government main- 
Lains that claims by Califorma 
Indians ware seltled by a compro- 
tnke agreemetit between the U,$. 
Department of Jmtice and the 
tribes' 22 altnrneys. In thal 
i agreement, $.47 an acre 1 was 
| appraved as payment for the 
major part of the state of 
Cali forti ia.

SETTXEMEPiT NOT SETTLED

{Wichita, Kansas) - Four Black 
members of the Leavenworth 
Brothers — OdeU Rennett. Jessie 
Lee Evans. Alf HUI. Jr. and 
Alfred Jasper — were scheduled 
to go on trial this weck here in 
fcdüral district court for their 
courageous leadership in the July 
31, 1973, rebellion at Leaven- 
worlh PenitenLiary. 

Two Chicano inmates, Jesse 
Lopez and Armando Miramon , 
have a trial date set for August 
12. On July 15,Judge Frank their 
refused to grant the defense re~ 
quest for a two-mon lh con- 
tinuance necessary to prepare an 
adequate legal defense, 

Seven men were indicted on 
charges stemming from the July 
31, 1973, revolt, but only six wÜI 
go on irial, William Hurst, the 
only White Leavenworth Brhther, 
was found dead hanging in his 
cell in the Wyandotte {Kansas} 
Countv Jail on May 9. The 


Leavenworth Brothers Legal Of- 
fense/Defense Committee [LB- 
O/DC has opened an indepen¬ 
dent investig ation into Hurst's

During last year’s rebellion, 
four prison employees were taken 
hostage by two prisoners in a 
desperate atlempt on the part of 
the two men to m&ke known to the 


public the injustices of prison Life 
and to attempt to bfing 
changé in those condHions. A 
prison guard was stabbed to 
death during the rebellion in an 
incident unrelated to the taking of 
hostages. However, the guard's 
death provided the govemment 
with an opportunity to bring 
capital charges against the Lea- 
venwórth Brothers. 

John P. .AJkes, an inmute at the 
pemtenliary. wiites in a recent 
letter toTHE BLACK PANTHEft: 

"Leavenworth ris! that Federal 
prison used by the govenunent as 
a te.fting ground for genocide, 
where riots are prcpbnned by the 
Bureau of Frisons and pre-

"Where prisoners who dare 
quesLion prison policy are locked 
up in segTegation for months ür 
years, where prisoners are deli- 
berotely denied a normal ratinn of 
ftkjti . or in the case of Black 
prisoners. fed sandwiches twice & 
day, fixed special by a prison cop 
who is a know r n racist. 

'The* Lcnvenworth Brothers... 
preseiected to stand trial for the 
slave revolt of July 31, 1973, are 
being subjected to treatment 
iqtended to bring about suïcide or 
complete insanity/' Alkes writes,

Ronald V. Ddlums has cailed on 
Congress to stop federal appropriations to Chüe, 

Addressing over 300 peóple who attended the National Legislalive 
Conference on Chüe held recently at George Washington University

Defying a no-strike order from

The film Satt of the Eorth, 
made by a gróup of persocuted, 
Progressive Hollywood film 
workers, using as actors the 
actual workers of the area. told 
the story of a militant struggJe by 
predomina te ly Chicano mine 
workers in New Mexico, Juan 
Chacon, who at Lhal time was 
president of the local and played 
the male lead in the film, is today 

still president of the same local

1971. ‘ 6y 
Huey P. Newton, leader and chief 
theoreticïtm of the Black Pan ther 
Party The ariiele firsl appeared 
in THE BLACK PA NT HER on 
May L 1971. and is an important 
work on the mie of the Black 
Panthcr Party as the revolution- 
ary nanguard organïzatiön. In the 
conclusion, Brother Huey ex- 
plains the importance of revolu- 
tionary concepts in order for the 
reUohttionary politica! lehiclc to 
serve the trüe interests of op¬ 
pressed people. 


NEWTON 

A cadre end a structure, 
however, are not what make the 
politicaI vehicle a revolutionary 
One. Il is the revolutionary 
conceptg which define and iater- 
pret phenomena. and eslablish 
the goals toward which the 
politica! vehïcle wiJI work. A 
revolutionary vehicle is in fact a 
revolutionary concept set into 
moijnn by a dedïcated cadre 
through a part kul ar organized 
structure. 

Such a vehicle can survive 
repression becouse ïl can move in 
the necessary manner al the 
appropriate time. U can go 
underground if the conditions 
require, and it can rise up again. 
But ït wHl always be motivatèd by 
love and dcdicalion to the inter¬ 
est? of the oppressed communi* 
ties. Therefore the people wil! 
insure ils survival, foronly in that 
survival are their needs serviced. 
The struetured and organized 
vehicle will guarantee the wea- 
thering of the test of intemal and 
external contra dicLions. 


RfcSPONSIBILtTY 


The responsibiiity of such a 
politica! vehicle is clear. It is to 
function as a machine whi.^ 
serves the Lrue interests of the 
oppressed people. This means 
ihat it must be ever aware of the 
needs of the communities of the 
oppressed and develop and exe- 
cuto the necessary programs to 
meet those needs. The Black 
Paother Party has done this 
through ita Basic Ten-Point Pro¬ 
gram. Ho we ver. we recognize 
that revolution is a process and 
we cannot offer the people 
condusions — we must be ready 
to respond Creative ly to new 
conditions and new understand- 
inga. Therefore, we have devel- 
oped our Free EJreakfnsi Program,, 
our Frce Health Climcs. our 
Clothing and Shoe Programs, and 
our Buses to Priaons Program as 
well as ethers, responding to the 
obvious needs of Black people, 
The overwhdmingly favorable 
response to these programs in 
every community is evidente that 
they are serving the lrue interests 
of the people, 

Serving the true interests of the 
people also means that the 
poliiical vehicle must stand he- 
tween the people and Lhe oppres¬ 
sie forces which prey upon them 
in such a manner that the 
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To serve the true interests of the people, the Black Panthcr Party has 
instituted such programs as the Pree Breakfast Program Uihovc) to 
meet ' the obvious' ’ needs of Black people. 


administrators will have to gtve 
the appropriate response. Such 
artkulalion requïres us to have a 
poliUcal organ whkh WÜ! express 
the interests of the people and 
interpret phenomena for them. 
Again, the existence ol such a 
politica! vehicle is justifïed only 
50 long as it serves the true 
interests of the people. 

Serving the true interests of the 
people, h o we ver, does nat mean 
that the vehicle is sïmply a 
reflector of public opinion, for the 
opjmons of the people have often 
been molded and direcled against 
their true interests by slick 
politictaiLS and exploitative edu- 
CPtors. Their diversion loctics 
often lead the people down blind 
aJleys or onto tangent? which take 
them away from their true goals. 
We can easily see this when we 
apply the concept of American 
democracy to lhe Black commü- 
nity, 

Democracy in America (bour¬ 
geois democracyl 1 menns nothing 
more than the domination of the 
mojority over the minority. That 
is v.'hj- Black people can cast votes 
all year long but if the majority is 
ngainst us, we suffer. Then the 
politidans and educators try ta 
deceive the community with 
statements such "Jt‘5 rule by 
the majority, bui the rights of the 
minority are protected." If, in 
fact, participating in the demo¬ 
cratie process in America were in 
the interest of lhe Black cominu- 
nity there wou ld be no need for a 
Kree Brcakfasi Program, there 
would be no need for Pree Health 
C linies or any of the other 


programs we have developed to 
meet the people s needs, 

The rights nf tbe minority are 
'' protected' P by the standards of a 
bourgeois govermnent, and any- 
thing which is not in their interest 
i_s not permitted. This may be 
democratie for the majority, but 
for Lhe minority it bas the same 
effect as fascism. When the 
majority decreed that we should 
be slaves, we were slaves — 
wherc was the democracy in 
slavery forus? When the majonLy 
decreed that we should pay laxes, 
fight and die in wars, and be 
given inferior and racist educa- 
lïon against our interest, we gol 
all of these things, Whêre is 
democracy for us in any of that? 

DEM OCR ACV 

Out children stlll die, Our youth 
still suffer fróm malnutrition, our 
middle-aged people still suffer 
from sicklé cell anernia, and our 
eldérly still face unbearablc pov- 
erty and hardsbip bccauso they 
*reach the twilighl period of their 
lives with nothing to sustaln them 
through these dÜficult time?. 
Where is the deraocracy in any of 
this for Black people? Democracy 
means only thnt the majonty will 
use us when they need us and 
cast us aside when they do not 
need us.

IMPEACH: AN HISTORIC EVENT 


(Washington. D.C.I - We are living in an 
historie era. One in which is likely the rcmovs! 
from office of the President of the United 
States. Snee the start of Nixon's reign in L96S. 
no ovents have home out this likelihooti more 
than those of the past week. 

For the second lime in U.S hïstory, last 
week ïl was decided that the impeachment of a 
President will be debated by the full House of 
RepreseniaLives. With emotion in the air 
invoked by the sense of its historie mission, the 
House Judinary Committee voted 27-11 that 
the Preside nt s hou ld be im pene hed and 
removed from office because he “prevented, 
obstruded and impeded the fidministration of 
justere," 

The momenLous deels ion folio wed by two 
days anmher one in which the Supreme Court 
dealt a crushing blow te Nixon's ftttempt to 
build an nll powerful Executive unbeholden to 
the laws of the land* Finally, the high court 
handed down a decision on the controversial 
Presidential claim of exectifive privilege. In 
essence, the Court dedsred that there is no 
éxectitive privilege when the dlfljpenaation of 
justice is at stake In short: The President does 
nol stand above the law. 


The ruling concerned Nixon's refusaJ to turn 
over to the special Watergöte prosecutor 
records relating to 64 corwersations bet we en 
N’ixon and his top aides. including John Dean, 
fl.R. Haldeman, John Ehrlichman. Charles 
Colsonand Ronald Ziegler. In the 8-0 decision, 
the Court ordered Nixcm to turn over the 
eonversalions to use ns evidence in the 
September trial of John Mitehell. Ehrlichman, 
Haldeman and three ethers on charges of 
conspiracy and obstruction of justice in the 
Watergnte scandal. 

COURT SWAYS COMMITTEE 

The high courts uneqiiivocal opposition to 
Nixon no doubt awayed somt House Judiciary 
Committee members. especially some Repuh- 
lican members, to vote for impeachment. That 
six Re pu hl icon s joined the 21 Demoerats on the 
Committee in recommendmg impeachment 
giyea greal strength tochances lïhot the House 
wil! vote impeachment some time in August, 
and send Nixon to trial in the Senate this fall to 
he finafjy removed from office. 

As of this writing, the House Judiciary 
Committee b not finbhed with Nixon. A

GREEK FASCISTS DEPOSE LEGITJMATE 


GOVERNMENT OE ARCHBISHOP MAKARIOS 


\ Nicosia, Cyprus) - The Greek 
military take-over in Cyprus, the 
Turkish mvasinn and the “step- 
ing down” of the Greek fascist 
military rulers in favor of a 
right-wing, pro-monarchy civilian 
güvernmenl last week represen- 
led a major, regiemal coup d'elat 
{military overthrowï in the in¬ 
terest of the North Atlantic Trertiy 
Organization {NATO), the LI.S- 
military and Ü.S. impériaiism. 

TheJong-awaited excuseforlhe 
rapid series of events was the 
decision of the legitimate govern- 
ment of Cyprus, under Arch¬ 
bishop Makarios, to order the 
removal from Cyprus of 630 
Greek offïcers who command the 
island National Guard, its only 
army. lt was the Greekmfficered 
National Guard that deposed 
Archbishop Makarios on orders of 
and with the connivance of the 
Greek fascist military govern- 
ment, 

The bland républic of Cyprus 
won a conditionaJ independence 
from Britain in 1960, after years 
of -oppression by the Greek 
Cypriol ethnic majority of the 
Turkish elhnic minority, encour^ 
aged by Briiain, and intensified 
by Greek extremist demands for 
Cyprus union with Greece. The 


independence agreemenc was 
■ guorariteed’' by Britain, Greece 
and Turkey 

Britain before 1960 and Greece 
af ter both encouraged the ïnter- 
nal fighting between the elhnic 
Cypriol Greèks and Turks on the 
island as a means of maintaming 
effective control over its economy 
and its relationship to the region. 

Cyprus is strategicaily locs led 
militarüy in the heart of the 
eo stern Mediterninean. Britain 
has major militaiy bases on 
Cyprus and thé l .S. has major 
naval and air bases in both 
Greece and Turkey. Britain r 
Greece and Turkey are all NATO 
memberS- Cyprus is thus a 
primar> r element in the anti- 
Soviet. NATO military strategy, 

Progressive independence for¬ 
ces on Cyprus have long fought to 
unite the ethnic Greeks and Turks 
of Cyprus against firsl f British 
coloniahsm and Vhen NATO nen- 
colonialism, execuied through 
Greek control of the island s 
National Guard. These forces 
represent the island population s 
desire for true independence and 
nonalignment,

This move makes it possible for 
NATO member counlries in Eu- 
ropé.

Archbishop Makarïoo has been 
overthrOwn and the threat of the 
removat of Greek cnntrol of the 
National Güard eliminated.
